Leopic 
began to gather about half past one o'clock, 
and at two, when the noniuations closed, 
tie building Was well dilled.

Maloney flually concluded to retire and al- 
Jow Mr. Cunningham to be elected by accla- 
mation, Mr. Lamoureux’s friends, however, 
decided at the last moment to put him in 
nomination,which was done. This Mr. Maloney 
looked upon as a breach of faithand attempi- 
ed to secure a nomination also, but failed to 
do 80 before the time bad expired. S$. Cunning- 
ham was nominated (first by G. Gagnon, D. 
E. Noyes, E. Brousseau, B. Pepin, Paradis 
Beaudry and J. B. L’Hirondelle. J. Lanicu 
reux Was nowinated by B. Pilon, A, Cameron, 
T. Lamoureux and J. B. Quesneile. 


J. Lamoureux spoke first and disclaimed 
any sectional feelings in the matter, Although 
his residence was atone end of the district, 
his efforts would be exerted towards the 
benetit of all parts, Any money that he 
coud secure for the bevefit of the district 
would be tairly divided and no one section 
would be allowed to benelit at the expense of 
the rest. He alluded to the recent purchase 
of the St. Albert mission bridge, and thought 
the price paid rather high. This he objected 
to on the ground that the amount expended 
upon it would be deducted trom tie grant to 
which the district was entitled and other 
portions of the district would suffer on ac- 
count of the extra amount expended in this 
one portion, 

8. Cunningham said that although Mr. 
Lamoureux had insinuated that the St. Al 
bert end of the district was getiing too much 
benefit from the expenditure of public funds 
he could) assure them that his care 
would be to see all paris served alike in all 
proper expenditures. The funds for the 
purchase of the bridge came from the de- 
partment of public works of tie federal 

overnment, through an arrangement made 

tween Bishop Grandin and the federal 
government, and would not be a 
special charge on the district from the coun- 
el funds. The bridge when made free by 
this purcnase would be a much greater bene- 
fit to the district than ever before, and would 
be fully repaired during the coming winter 
by the present owners. 

D. Maloney supported Mr. Cunninghain’s 
assertions in regard to the bridge, and to the 
source from whence the money was derived 
for its purciase. Mr, Lamoureux had asseried 
that the price paid was too much, but the 
purchase was inade by, or through, the lieu- 
tenant-governor, who had seen the bridge 
and was, therefore, competentto judge ot its 
value. In regard to his own candidature, he 
said that when he found that Mr. Cunning- 
ham had such @ strong support he had con- 
cluded to retire in his favor, on condition 
that no other candidate should be nominated, 
Mr, Lamoureux had been nominated contrary 
to the understanding, but he still had con 
cluded to continue his support to Mr. Cun- 
ningham, in order that that yentleman might 
have a strong support in his own se(tlement, 
He alluded to several questions not touched 
upon by the previous speakers, amongst 
others municipal institutions, He hoped 
that the example of Manitoba would not be 
followed in compelling the erection of muni- 
cipalities, That aethod had not proved 
benelicial there, and he cousidered it weuld 
be the duty of tia member representing St, 
Albert to keep a close watel that no such 

wineiple was introduced inthe North-West, 
The school ordinance was most important 
and would require amendment from time to 
time, and it should be his special care that 
the rights of those whom he represented 
were guarded ip the niatter of education. 

M. McKinley, from the Sturgeon river set- 
tlement, spoke in favorof Mr. Canningham. 
He twitled Mr. Lamoureux with having ad- 
mitted a belief that he would not be elected, 
and thought it poor policy to make such an 
wimission whether the fact or not. He 
thought the purchase of the mission bridge 
should not be looked at from a sectional 
pees of view, that the purehase of the 

ridge waa a benefit not only to the owners 
and the parties living in the immediate vi- 
cinity, but also to the travelling public at 
large, by removing the toll, He spoke in | 

eneral terms of the district as being one of | 
he finest in the country and one that any | 
man might be proud to represent. Aichough | 
Mr. Cunuingham had no great amount of ex. | 
patente in public affairs, he velieved bim to 

& man who would dnprove as opportunity 
offered, 

No further discussion took place, aad the | 

meeting adjourned i
